Towns built before the 
days of building regulations 
suffer great loss when a fire 
starts. Structures made of 
poor materials, light wood 
and thin walls are suscepti¬ 
ble to fire that better built 
houses and stores will resist. 

Fortunately for us in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, most of the busi¬ 
ness area is now made of 
buildings with walls of great 
fire protection. Good parti¬ 
tions of fire resistant mate¬ 
rials can be the difference 
between a tragic fire and 
one of low loss. 

FIREMEN KNOW the im¬ 
portance of preventing a hot 
fire from continuing from 
one building to another, and 
much effort toward this end 
is practiced. Readers of this 
column must have read of 
the fate of San Rafael a 
short time ago. A fire spread 
rapidly, consuming much of 
the business section. 

Stores, homes and facto¬ 
ries should always be alert 
for fire. There are many fires 
that could have been stopped 
by some simple maneuver of 
those who happen to be near. 
Fire extinguishers are valu¬ 
able for the small fire. They 
must be used correctly for 
best results. Extinguishers 
are not meant to smother 
large areas and certain types 
should not be used on oil or 
grease fires. DO NOT USE 
WATER ON OIL OR 
GREASE. 

The good old garden hose 
attached to the outside fau¬ 
cet can do a lot of good if 
applied early to an outdoor 
fire or one of wood, etc. The 
time between hunting the 
hose and dragging it to a 
standpipe may be the time 
needed to prevent the fire 
from getting out of control. 

BEFORE DOING all this, 
make certain that someone 
is calling the Fire Depart¬ 
ment. We don’t mind arriv¬ 
ing to find the fire out. That 
we like. We do hate to add 
to our fire loss when we 
meet a tragic or serious 
blaze. 

Fighting fires is the busi¬ 
ness of the firemen, but we 
still maintain that putting 
the fire out before it gets 
started is the best way to 
lick ’em. In order to do this 
we have to remind residents 
that it is dangerous to per- 
fit inflammable materials to 
pile up in the yard or about 
the house and garage. 

Small fires are easily con¬ 
quered, while large ones will 
sometimes bum out and 
turn much of value into 
ashes. KEEP THE FIRES 
OUT AND THROW THE OLD 
TRASH AWAY.

Salesmen represent us in 
the 11 Western states and 
through the central buy¬ 
ing offices of the national 
buying chains, our goods 
are sold in larger stores 
throughout the United 
States." 

Ten years ago, the two 
men, who had been in the 
neckwear business in Erie, 
Pa., started making ties in 
the garage of Spitzer’s house 
at 205 N. Sunnyside. 

TODAY, in the 5,000 square 
feet of well-lighted, well- 
ventilated building that 
opens up behind their mod¬ 
est street front, Richley em¬ 
ploys 25 women, almost all 
Sierra Madreans, to turn out 
thousands of ties a week. 

Mr. Spitzer buys the fab¬ 
rics for the firm — and this 
is a creative process, since 
the styling of a tie depends 
on its material. Tie fabrics 
are woven especially for the 
trade by Eastern mills where 
designers work on forms and 
spacing suitable only for 
neckties. 

California manufacturers, 
Mr. Spitzer said, are quicker 
to try out new ideas and 
novelties, but otherwise men 
noose themselves up in the 


same sort of necktie the 
country over. Woven jac¬ 
quards are most popular at 
the moment. 

Starting from the rear of 
the building, the liner cut¬ 
ter comes first. Then there 
are long tables where wom¬ 
en cut the fabrics on what 
appears to be the bias. The 
material and the liner are 
stitched together on the in¬ 
side, the tie completed in¬ 
side out and sent to a wo¬ 
man and a machine that 
nimbly turns it outside out. 

NEXT COME the pressers 
who iron the tie into shape, 
then the sorters and the 
packers. And right now the 
packers are busy because 
Richley of California is in 
the midst of fall production, 
will begin shipping the end 
of this month. 

Mr. Spitzer, who has 
moved to Arcadia with his 
wife and two children, is in 
charge of general sales and 
management. Mr. Cohen 
lives at 177 N. Sunnyside 
with his three-children fam¬ 
ily, directs production and 
factory operation. 

And that’s Richley of Cali¬ 
fornia. Now you know.

Sierra Madre Blvd., is one of 
the largest manufacturers of 
men’s neckwear on the West 
Coast. 

Morris Spitzer, who with 
Ralph Cohen, owns the bus¬ 
iness, said: 

“In units manufactured 
and in dollar value we 
rank with the biggest 
manfacturers on the Coast.

“Christ and Baha’u’llah,” the final work of an out¬ 
standing theologian, has been added to the books on the 
Baha’i faith donated to the Sierra Madre Public Library 
by the Baha’i Group of Sierra Madre. 

“Christ and Baha’u’llah” is the last and culminating 
work of George Townshend, 
a religious scholar known by 
two earlier works, “The 
Promise of All Ages,” and 
“The Heart of the Gospel.” 

The author died at his home 
ir. Ireland in April of this 
year. 

For some years Cannon of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
Dublin, Mr. Townshend re¬ 
tired from clerical orders to 
concentrate on studying the 
evolution of revealed faith. 

UNSATISFIED with the 
traditional claim that each 
world faith was a unique 
and final revelation from 
God, the author examined 
the Old and New Testament 
prophecies, the Qur’an of the 
Moslems, and finally the 
writings of Baha’u’llah, 
founder of the Baha’i Faith 
which arose during the mid¬ 
dle of the 19th century.

The Board is not expected 
to act on the policy until 
Aug. 20, allowing time for 
study of the proposals by 
interested groups or persons. 

The proposals, which were 
The initiated by new Board mem¬ 
ber, Walter Shatford, would 
outlaw specifically: 

1. Posting of political cir¬ 
culars or petitions on bulle¬ 
tin boards. 

2. Placing of political cir¬ 
culars or petitions in teach- 
erss’ mail boxes, United 
States mail excepted. 

4. Use of student and/or 
parent posters for political 
purposes. 

5. Collection of and/or so¬ 
licitation of campaign funds 
on school premises. 

G. Use of pupils for writ¬ 
ing or addressing political 
materials, or the distribution 
of such materials for pupils 
to take home. 

7. Use of school premises 
for political campaign head¬ 
quarters by any person or 
group. 

“Violation of the policy by 
certified and/or classified 
personnel, including admin¬ 
istrators shall constitute 
cause for discharge, dismis¬ 
sal, suspension or repri¬ 
mand,” under the proposed 
policy. 

The proposal does not pre¬ 
vent employes from dissemi¬ 
nating informtion about tax 
and bond elections, provided 
pupils are not asked to write 
or address literature.

tamariscifolia) is slightly 
taller than the common 
creeper, and this makes it 
especially desirable for spec¬ 
imen planting along walks, 
as well as other uses men¬ 
tioned above. 

Trailing Juniper, known 
both as juniperus chinensis 
prostrata and juniperus hori¬ 
zontalis, provides a mat of 
blue-gray foliage, usually 
less than 18 inches high. 
This variety provides an ex¬ 
ceptionally fine ground cov¬ 
er. 

Color is the particularly 
distinguishing feature of the 
Waukegan Juniper. For most 
of the year this handsome 
shrub is a soft metallic blue, 
but in the fall it changes 
to a brilliant purple blue. 

SOME OTHER types of 
Common Juniper are similar 
to those prostrate forms. For 
example, the low juniperus 
communis depressa, distin¬ 
guished by golden -tipped 
branches, serves many of the 
purposes of the prostrate 
forms, adding a colorful 
touch to the landscape. 

The grayish Pfitzer Juni¬ 
per (j. chinensis pfitzeriana) 
is not actually a true pros¬ 
trate shrub either, but be¬ 
cause it often lacks a central 
leader, it may also serve the 
many uses of the prostrate 
forms. This Pfitzer Juniper 
is also available as a more 
Compact Pfitzer and a Blue 
Pfitzer for increased garden 
diversity. 

Junipers may be success¬ 
fully grown in rocky or dry 
soil areas, but they thrive 
best in sandy or loamy soils 
kept slightly moist. Most 
parts of California can bene¬ 
fit from the beauty of these 
shrubs, and your local nur¬ 
seryman will aid in selecting 
the most apt varieties.
